do a thing we concede 
the point with- 


out argument. 
Granted 
that the rail-

feet,

and 


when the road iscompleted the charges 
to this city will be less than five dol- 
lars 
per 
thousand 
from 
the wharf.

'Patrons, of Husbandry: 


From the snow-clad hills,the flowery 


dales, 
the golden 
shore 
and 
prairie 


land, we meet together by the historic 
palmetto. Not as nomads, who gather 
at a shrine in obedience to sentiment, 
do we come, but as chosen representa- 
tives of the fraternity whose object is 
the moral and material 
advancement 


of the greatest 
industrial 
interests 
of 


the Great Republic. 
Standing as we 


do to-day upon the narrow line which 
divides the past from the future, about 
to step forward into that time which 
is all unseen 
by human 
eye, it be- 


hooves us to well scrutinize the track 
bellind us, that we may gain thereby 
some clew to the path before us. 
One 


year ago we met beyond the Father of 
Waters, 
and congratulated 
ourselves 


on the growth and

attending it is suc- 


ceeded by comparative silence.

its strength.

WE MUST KEEP OUR RANKS FULL, 


Our faith strong, our work pure and 
our 
actions 
wise. 
One year ago I 


called the attention of this body to the 
fact that the subordinate 
Granges are 


the foundation 
and life of our Order, 


and 
urged 
the 
necessity 
of aiding 


them by devising profitable antl agree- 
able plans of works and recreation, 
to 


that the present 
membership 
and 
in- 


terest would be not only maintained 
but 
increased. 
Owing to a press 
of 


business, 
no action has been taken in 
this 
matter, 
and 
the 
subordinate 


Granges 
have been thrown on their 


own resources. 
lam happy 
to an- 
nounce that most of them have been 
equal to the emergency, 
but many of 


the weaker have languished and failed 
simply for the want of a littlepaternal 
aid aud counsel in their infancy. 
We 


cannot afford to thus allow the weak, 
for whom especially we should provide, 
tofall by tbe wayside. 
It is our stern 


duty, and should beau unmixed pleas- 
ure, to tend, direct, and uphold them. 
If we fail in this, we fail in carrying 
out one of our most cardinal 
princi- 


ple. 
Let me then most 
earnestly 
re- 
quest you to give this subject your at- 
tention as one of the most important 
which ever came before you. It would 
be impossible, 
even 
were it desirable, 
in a paper like this to discern all the 
grave 
subjects

there are some 
which I cannot 
pass 
without a brief 


notice.

the subject of transportation, in which 
every citizen has ah interest, either as 
a producer or consumer. 
There is a 
deep-seated 
and well-founded convic- 


tion that the present modes 
of carry- 
ing commodities 
are uselessly 
expen- 
sive. 
The people and the" Govern- 


ment have liberally aided in the con- 
struction of 


RAILROADS AND CANALS, 


In the expectation 
that increased 
fa- 


cilities would result 
in the cheaper 


rates of transportation. 
We relied im- 


plicitly on the idea that by building 
numerous 
routes we would attain the 
benefits 
of competition, 
and 
secure 
fair rates; but sad experience has fully 
proven that 
increase 
in number and 
strength of transportation 
companies 
only results 
in more 
oppressive 
and 
gigantic combinations. 
Though 
we 
have some powerful lines between 
the 
Northwest and Northeast, yet.instead 
of their competing toreduce rates, they 
have, within a few days, formed a new 
combination, 
by 
which 
Western- 


bound freights have been 
advaneod. 


To remedy this alarming and growing 
evil tlie people, in their individual ca- 
pacity,are powerless, and only through 
their united action as 
sovereigns 
can 


they obtain redress. 
In some of the 


States 
somethiug 
of this 
has 
been 


done, but it has been necessarily 
frag- 


mentary 
and wholly inoperative 
on 


through freights. 
It is utterly 
im- 


practical for the several 
States 
to act 


iv concert through the different Legis- 
latures. 
Isee, then,no solution of this 


question for the people of the several 
States, 
though 
their Representatives 


to tho General Government, to stretch 
out their strong arm between the peo- 
ple and those corporations. 
Iknow I 


speak 
the sentiments 
of the people 


when I say we would do no wrong to 
the capital nominally invested in rail- 
roads. 
We fullyrecognize their ca- 


pacity 
for good, 
and 
all their 
just 


claims, but we demand 
justice and 


PROTECTION 
FOR THE PEOPLE. 


But even ifrailroads do carry at fair 


rates, still the fact stares us in the face 
that transportation 
of heavy commod- 


ities is at least 
an expeusive 
luxury, 


and our true policy is to bring pro- 
ducer and consumer 
nearer 
together, 


and so tlie less 
transporting. 
We, of 


the South and West especially, should 
spate no pains to introduce and foster 
manufactures 
in our midst, that we be 
not obliged to transport our raw 
ma- 
terial and the manufactured article in. 
We of the East, where manufactories 
are many 
and 
strong, 
should, 
with 
equal assiduity, 
promote 
the cultiva- 


tion of the raw material, 
that the ter- 
rible strain 
of transportation 
be 
les- 


sened. 
I have long ago said that the 
history of the world or its present con- 
dition does not afford a siugle 
exam- 


ple of a country which has remained 
permanently 
prosperous 
by the pro- 


duction and 
exportation of the raw 


material, but their tendency is all the 
time toward a 
tendency 
of despond- 


ence and poverty. 
This position has 


not been disputed, and, I believe, can- 
not be. 
How important, 
then, 
that 


we cultivate the most amicable 
rela- 
tions between 
all the productive 
in- 


dustries as only by mutual 
develop- 


ment can be mutually prosperous, 
and 


the whole body politic to be maintain- 
ed in vigorous health. 
A thousand 


years 
ago, 
learned 
and 
thoughtful 


chemists devoted the energies of a life- 
titnu to a vain search for the wonder- 
ful philosopher's 
stone, 
whose 
magic 
touch should convert the baser metals 
into purest 
gold, and 
thus fill the 


whole world at once with the wealth 
and luxury. 
To-day we have numer- 


ous citizens who are eagerly 


PURSUING THE SAME PHANTOM. 


They are torturing their poor brains 
to devise some plan whose 
talismanic 


power will transmute 
bits of printed 


paper into countless 
millions of actual 


money of such 
a suitable nature that, 


true as the needle to the pole, it shall 
go straight to the pockets of the poor, 
and, likea "Willo' the Wisp," forever 
evade the clutches of the rich. 
It is an indisputable 
fact that our 
country is now seriously suffering from 
a derangement 
of finances. 
We need 
not be at a loss to know the cause. 
It 


is a solemn 
reality that 
our country 


has 
passed 
through 
a most wasting 


civil war. 
It cost us in money, time 


lost, industry 
disturbed, 
material de- 


stroyed, production stopped, more than 
$10,(100,000,00). 
This immense 
sum 
rrna In four jcois subtracted from the 
wealth of the 
country. 
It was 
con- 
sumed and forever gone. 
Itmade us 
comparatively 
poor. 
To bridge over 
the emergency 
of the hour, the Gov- 


ernment issued great 
volumes of irre- 
deemable 
paper currency, 
which we 


used 
as money, 
and thus for a time 
disguised and hid our poverty. 
By 


using this currency our judgment of 
valuables became 
more and more con- 


fused as we drifted further and further 
from the world's standard. 
We totally 
failed to realize our changed 
circum- 


stances 
and to inaugurate 
a corres- 


ponding 
system 
of economy 
and in- 


dustry, 
and 
consequently, 
with an 


inheritance 
of debt, extravagant hab- 
its and distorted 
judgment of values, 
we have been incessantly 
drifting to 
leeward. 
Out of the trouble there is 
no royal road. 
Only by a return to 
habits of industry and economy,guided 
by intelligence, 
can 
we regain our 


wealth and remove our load of debt. 
As an auxiliary to this we want 


A STABLE AND SOUND CURRENCY 


That shall be a reliable 
measure 
of 


values, and 
recognized as such by all 


the civilized world. 
For we may gain 


this truth 
from others 
and our own 


history: that an irredeemable, 
fluctu- 
ating cunency 
always 
favors 
specu- 
lators and sharpers 
at the expense 
of 
those engaged in productive industry. 
In an Order like ours, which is stillin 
the formative state, it has not seemed 
strange 
that 
many 
cases 
have 
pre- 
sented themselves during theiast year 
which were provided for by no written 
law. 
To meet 
these 
emergencies, 
it 
has 
devolved 
upon 
me as the chief 
executive of the 
Order, to make 
nu- 


merous rules for our temporary guid- 
ance. 
These have been placed in the 
hands ofyour committee for arrange- 
ment, and will be submitted for your 
consideration. 
Some 
cases 
having 
arisen involving points of such doubt- 
ful expediency that I have hesitated 
to take the responsibility 
of making 
rulings. 
To cover this, additional 
leg- 


islation will be needed. 
An amend- 
ment 
to the 
Constitution 
has been 
adopted 
and 
ratified, 
providing 
tor 
county Granges 
under the direction of 
State Granges. 
I am fullyconvinced 
from visiting several States 
that the 
widest possible difference willexist in 
the organization and management 
of 
these Granges in the different States. 
Under proper and efficient rules they 
cannot fail to be of eminent value to 
the Order, but ifloosely aud carelessly 
constructed 
they will be a source 
of 
endless annoyance 
and confusion. 
As 
the Masters of all the State 
Granges 
are here together in council, it might 
be well for this body to carefully pre- 
pare 
ACOMPLETE SYSTEM OF MANAOEMENT 
Of fifth degree county Granges 
and 


send it to tho States. 
This would not, 


of course, 
go to the States as law, but 


recommended 
as a plan prepared 
by 


and 
embodying 
the combined 
judg- 


ment of the Masters 
of all the State 


Granges. 
I doubt 
not 
such a plan 
would 
be 
generally 
welcomed 
and 
would tend to produce 
uniformity in 
the work in the several 
States. 
The 


principal office ofthe National Grange, 
under the management 
of our worthy 


Secretary, 
is each 
year 
assuming 
a 


more 
systematic 
and 
perfect 
shape. 
The amount of business 
done and the 


manner of doing itwill be fullyshown 
in his report. 
It is an agreeable fact 


to state that the revenues 
of the Na- 


tional 
Grange 
have been above the 


expenditures, 
thus leaving a balance 
in the treasury, 
as willappear by the 


report of the worthy Treasurer. 
This 


subject 
of our finances 
is one upon 


which the members 
of the Order are 
particularly 
and very properly quite 


sensitive, aud we owe it not only to 
them, but to ourselves, that the receipt 
and disbursement 
of all 
moneys be 


conducted 
in a 
manner 
which will 


commend 
itself to 
the 
judgment of 


business 
men. 
It was not my intention to tire your 


patience so long, but subjects 
of im- 


portance kept crowding on my mind. 
Many still remain 
untouched, 
which 


will suggest 
themselves 
to you. 
In 


our work as a body, and in our associ- 
ation with eacli other as sisters and 
brothers, 
let our deportment 
be such as 


to cast a halo over the noble 
occupa- 


tion we follow, unite in closer bonds 
our great fraternity and intensify the 
patriotic affection we feel for our com- 
mon country.
